1. Claims 1-5 are pending. Claim 1 is independent. 

2. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for an image sensor that "measures the first 
reference white board and the second reference white board, does not reasonably 
provide enablement for an image sensor couple[d] with brightness variations in Y 
direction to compensate the digital image data According to the specification, page, 
4, lines 8-9, the "image sensor transforms the optical signals to analog signals". The 
image sensor does not couple with brightness variations in Y direction to compensate 
the digital image data . Technically, the function of the "image sensor" as defined in the 
specification is to transform optical signals to analog signals. The specification does not 
enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to make and use the invention commensurate in scope with these claims. 

The image sensor is claimed in claim 1 . Claim 1 recites "where the image sensor 
measures the first reference white board and the second reference white board to 
obtain an AFE (analog front end) data and couple with brightness variations in Y 
direction to compensate the digital image data when the optical scanner is powered on 
thereby to perform instant scanning or preview". 

Claims 2-5 are rejected for being dependent on rejected claim 1 . 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 
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Taguchi et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,229,627), "Image forming apparatus" 
Kitamura et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,747,765), "Image reading system", Figs. 2D- 

2F, col. 4, line 20 to col. 10, line 55, starts a prescan before the light source becomes 

stable 

Sugimura et al. (Japanese Patent Application Publication No. 2001-230910), 
"Method for reading original", English abstract, Figs. 1-5, starts a first scan at high 
speed v1 before the light source becomes stable and performs a second scan at a 
slower speed v2 after the light source becomes stable
